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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 1 is now drawn to a mRNA capable of producing a cDNA, however, although an mRNA is involved in the 
process, it is not possible for a nRNA to produce a cDNA, thus additional search and consideration is required.. Further, in order to clarify 
the record, although it appears that Applicant is attempting to be responsive to Examiner's rejection drawn to RNA that is useful to 
produce a cDNA and Applicant actually argues that claim 1 has been amended to recite language drawn to "useful in producing the cDNA 
of SEQ ID NO:1", in point of fact, this is not what the claim as currently constituted claims. A review of the Office Action of July 11, 2007, 
page 3 reveals that Examiner's exact words were "Although the claim is now drawn to detecting an mRNA encoding a polypeptide 
comprising SEQ ID NO:2, the issue remains the same, that is, there is no teaching in either the specification or the art or record that any 
mRNA other than that which is useful to produce the cDNA consisting of SEQ ID NO: 1 ..." there is no suggestion that the mRNA alone, 
as instantly claimed, would bexapabfe of producing cDNA consisting of SEQ ID NO:1 . 

Further Claim 2 now recotes "approximately 15-fold to approximately 60-fold and recites specific hybridization conditions that must be 
considered and searched, claim 3 also now recites specific hybridization onditions and three fold greater levels of mRNA which must be 
considered and searched, .
